6 . Candidates should be medically fit in all respecte 
for service in any part of the world . The standards 
of medical fitness are shown in Appendix I . 


A number of qualified candidates are rejected subse 
quently on mcdical grounds. Candidates are therefore 
advised in their own interest to get themselves medi 
cally examined before applying , to avoid disappoint 
ment at the final stage, 


A suficient number of suitable candidates recom 
mended by the Services Selection Board will be 
medically examined by a Board of Service Doctors . 
No candidate not passed as flt by the Medical Board 
will be admitted to the Academy. The mere fact that 
the medical examination of a candidate has been 
carried out by a Board of Service Doctors will not 
mean or imply that the candidate has been finally 
selected . 


7 . Candidates must undertake not to marry until 
they complete their full training . A candidate who 
marrles subsequent to the date of his applica 
tion , though successful at this or any subscquent 
examination , will not be selected for training, and a 
candidate who marries whilst under training shall 
be discharged , and will be liable to refund all 
expenditure incurred on him by the Government. Com 
missioned Omcers will not be eligible for allotment of 
married accommodation before they attain the age of 
25 and will be required to live in a mess. 


- No . 1024 . - An examination for admission to the 
Military Wing of the National Defence Academy for 
the 15th course commencing in July 1953 will be 
held by the Union Public Service Commission at 
Allahabad , Bombay , Calcutta , Delhi, Jullundur, Madras, 
Nagpur and Patna some time in January 1953 . 

2 . Candidates who qualify at the written examina 
tion conducted by the Commission will be required to 
appear before a Services Selection Board for Interview . 

3. The approximate number of vacancies to be 
offered for entry into the Academy as a result of this 
examination will be 12 . 

4 . Candidates for admission to this examination 
must have been born not earlier than 2nd July 1932 
and not later than 1st July 1935 . While these age 
limits will apply to all the candidates including per 
sonnel serving in the Regular or Territorial Army, 
those among Regular or Territorial Army personnel 
who were born between 2nd July 1931 and 1st August 
1934 will also be eligible for admission to this exa 
mination , as a special case. 

5. A candidate must be an unmarried male and must 
either be 

( a ) a citizen of India , or 
( b ) a subject of Sikkim , or 
( c ) a person who has migrated from Pakistan with 

the intention of permanently settling down in 

India , or 
( d ) & subject of Nepal or of a Portuguese or 

French possession in India 
NOTE 1, - The appointment of candidates in categorles 
( c ) and ( d ) above will be subject to the issue of certi 
ficates of eligibility in their favour by the Government 
of India . Certificates of eligibility will not however be 
necessary in the case of candidates belonging to any of 
the following categories : 
( 1 ) Persons who migrated to India from Pakistan 

before 19th July 1948 and have ordinarlly 

been resident in India since then ; 
( 2 ) Persons who migrated to India from Pakistan 

after 18th July 1948 but before 30th Septem 
ber 1948 and had got themselves registered as 

citizens within the time allowed : 
. ( 3 ) Gorkha subjects of Nepal; and 

Non - citizens who entered service under the 
Union before the commencement of the rons 
titution , piz ., 26th January 1950 , and who have 
continued in such service since then . Any such 
persons who re - entered or may re - enter such 
service with a break , after the 20th Janually 
1950, will however require certificates of 

eligibility in the usual way . 
NOTE 2 . - A widower or a person who has divorced 
his wife cannot be treated as an unmarried male for 
the purpose of the above Rulę . 


8 . Candidates must have passed one of the following 
examinations: 
( a ) the Intermediate Examination of a University 

or Board approved by the Parliament or a 
State Legislature , or an examination recognised 
by such University or Board as equivalent to 
its Intermediate Examination ; or 


( b ) the first ycar examination under the three 

year Degree course of the Delhi University ; or 


(c ) 


the Jamia Senior Examination of the Jamia 
Mi]lla Islamia , Delhi, provided that the exami 
nation has been passed on or after 3rd 
December , 1946 ; or 


( d ) the Cambridge Higher School Certificate exami 

nation ; or 
( e ) the Cambridge School Certificate examination 

And therafter must have successfully completed 

one academic year in a recognised college ; or 
( f ) a diploma examination in engineering provided 

that the examination is taken after a course 
Jasting not less than 2 years subsequent to 
Matriculation and provided also that the 
examination is recognised by a State 
Government for cmployment under it ; or 


( 91 ) 
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( g ) any other examination which may be recognised 

by the U . P .S .C . as equivalent to the above. 
NOTE : - - Candidates who have appeared or intend to 
appear at any of the above examinations may also 
apply for admission to this examination . The applica 
tions of such candidates will be accepted provisionally 
and the successful ones at this examination will be 
required to furnish proof of their having passed that 
examination as soon as possible and in any case before 
they join the National Defence Acaderny . 

9 . A candidate must satisfy the Unlon Public Ser 
vice Commission and the appointing authority that he 
is suitable in all respects for admission to the Military 
Wing of the National Defence Acaderny . 

10 . The decision of the Union Public Service Com 
mission as to tho eligibility or otherwise of a candidate 
for admission to the examination shall be final. 

11. No candidate shall be admitted to the evamina 
tion unless he holds a certificate of admission from tho 
Union Public Service Commission . 

12 . Any attempt on the part of a candidate or his 
relations or friends to enlist support for his candida 
ture will disquallfy him for admission , 

13 . The maximum nuinber of candidates to be ad 
mitted to the examination may at the discretion of the 
Union Public Service Commission be limited to such 
number as the Commission may decide. If a limit is 
imposed and the number of candidates exceeds that 
limit , the Union Public Service Commission shall 
select from amongst the applicants those who shall be 
admitted to the examination and shall have regard in 
so doing to the suitability of the applicants for 
admission to the Academy. 

14 . The examination will be conducted by the Union 
Public Service Commission in the manner prescribed 
in Appendix II. In order to qualily in the written 
examination candidates must obtain 33 1 / 3 per cent. of 
marks in each subject (Mathematics I and Mathematics 
II being reckoned as one subject for this purpose ), and 
40 per cent. In the aggregate. 

The Union Public Servicc Commission may , after 
considering the results of the written examination , 
alter the percentages of qualifying marks, if they con 
sider it necessary to do so . 

15 . The Union Public Service Commission shall pre 
pare a list of candidates in order of their merit as dis 
closed by the aggregate marks awarded to each candl 
date at the written examination . Candidates who 
obtain qualifying marks at the written examination 
shall appear before a Services Selection Board . The 
maximum number of marks obtainable at the Services 
Selection Board interview will be 900 . In order to 
qualify in the interview candidates must obtain not less 
than 360 marks. Candidates to be acceptable should 
secure the minimum qualifying marks both in the 
written examination and Services Selection Board inter 
view . Subject to this condition , they will then be 
placed in the order of merit on the basis of the total 
marks secured . The final selection for admission to 
the National Defence Academy will be made in order of 
merit upto the number of vacancies available. 

Candidates will appear before the Scrvices Selection 
Boards, and undergo the tests thereat , at their own 
risk and will not be entitled to clalm any compensa 
tion or other relief from Government in respect of any 
Injury which they may sustain in the course of ur as a 
result of any of the tests given to them at a Services 
Selection Board , whether due to the negligence of any 
person or otherwise. Candidates (parents or guardians 
in the case of candidates who are minors ) will be re 
quired to sign a certificate to this effect on the form 
appended to the application , 


would be eligible for the grant of the financial assist 
ance, 

A candidate desirous of having any inancial assist 
ance should immediately after being finally selected 
for training at the Academy, submit an application 
through the District Magistrate of his District who will 
with his recommendation forward the application to 
the Ministry of Defence , Government of India , 

19 . Candidates when called up for interview by a 
Services Selection Board or for subsequent training 
will be eligible for T . A . in accordance with the rules 
then in force, Candidates who have previously been 
before a Services Selection Board for the same type 
of Commission are not entitled to T . A . on subsequent 
occasions. 

20 . Pay and allowances, pension , leave and other 
conditions of service after the grant of commission , 
will be identical with those applicable from time to 
time to regular officers of the Army. 

21. No candidate will normally be permitted to re 
sign whilst under training. A civilian candidate who 
is not considered suitable to complete the full course 
of training may with the permission of the Army 
Headquarters be discharged . An Army candidate 
under these circumstances will be revcrteł to his 
Regiment or Corps. 

22 . An outAt allowance at the rates and under the 
general conditions applicable at the tijne for each 
cadet belonging to the Military Wing will be placed 
at the disposal of the Commandant of the Training 
Institution , The unexpected portion of this allowance 
will be : 
(1) handed over to the cadet on his being granted 

a commission ; or 
( ii) if he is not granted a commission , refunded 

to the State . 
On being granted a commission , articles of clothing 
and necessaries purchased from this allowance shall 
become the personal property of the cadet. Such 
articles will, however, be withdrawn from a cadet who 
resigns whilst under training or who is removed or 
withdrawn prior to commissioning . The articles with 
drawn will be disposed of to the best advantage of 
the State .

APPENDIX I 
PHYSICAL STANDARDS FOR ADMISSION TO THE NATIONAL 

DEFENCE ACADEMY (MILITARY WING ) 
1. To be passed as fit for a commission in the Regular 
Army a candidate must be in good mental and bodily 
health , and free from any physical defect likely to 
interfere with the emcient performance of military duty , 

2 . The minimum acceptable height for a candidate ix; 
62 inches except in the case of Gorkhı, Nepalese, 
Assamese and Garhwall candidates in whose case the 
height in co - relation table may be reduced by 2 " . 

The co -relation of age , height , chest girth and weight 
will not be less than those given in the following 
table :

16 . Candidates finally selected will undergo a courge 
of training upto two years at the Military Wing of the 
National Defence Academy. Candidates will be on 
rolled under the Army Act as gentlemen cadets . 
Gentlemen cadets will be dealt with for ordinary disci 
plinary purposes under the rules and regulations of 
the Academy. 

17. Commissions will be granted only on successful 
completion of training . The date of commission will 
be that following the date of successful completion of 
training . Commissions will be permanent. 

18 . While the cost of training including accommoda 
tion , books, uniforms, boarding and medical treatment, 
will be borne by Government, candidates will be ex 
pected to meet their pocket expenses thenislves . The 
minimum expenses at the Academy are not likely to 
exceed Rs. 40 per mensem . Where ( adets parents 
or guardians are unable to meet wholly or partly , even 
this expenditure , financial assistance may be granted 
by the Government. No cadct whose parent or guar 
dian has an income of Rs. 300 per rnensem or above

depressed to bring the vertex uſ the head level under 
the horizontal bar , and the height will be recorded in 
inches and parts of an inch to quarters. 

4 . The candidate s chest will be measured as 
follows : 

He will be made to stand crect with his feet together , 
and to raise his arms over his head . The tape will be 
so adjusted round the chest that its upper edge touches 
the inferior angles of the shoulder -blades behind , and 
its lower edge the upper part of the nippley in front. 
The arms will then be lowered to hang loosely by the 
side, and care will be taken that the shoulders are not 
thrown upwards or backwards so as to displace the 
tape. The candidate will then be directed to take a 
deep inspiration several times , and the maximum 
expansion of the chest will be carefully noted .

5 . The candidate will also be weighed , and his weight 
recorded in pounds. Fractions of a pound should not 
be noted . 

6 . The visual acuity of every candidate will be 
assessed under one of the thrce standards detalled 
below ; standard III represents the ininimuin consonant 
with fitness for acceptance . The examination for 
determining the acuteness of vision includes two tests ; 
one for distant, the other for near vision . The Army 
test types will be used for the test for distant vision , 
without glasses at a distance of 20 feet, and for the test 
for ncar vision without glasses at any distance selected 
by the candidate ,

GENERAL KNOWLEDGE AND CURRENT AFFAIRS 

The paper will be divided into two parts : 

Part Aw - dealing mainly with Current Affairs and 
History ; 

Part B - dealing with Science and Geography.

No relaxation of the standard of vision w111 be 
allowed . 
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The following syllabus is designed to indicate the 
scope of cach subject included in this paper . The topics 
mentioned are not to be regarded as exhaustive and 
questions on topics of similar nature not mentioned in 
the syllabus may also be asked . Candidates answers 
are expected to show their intelligent understanding of 
the question and not knowledge of any test book , 

PART A 
Current Events. - Knowledge of important events that 
have happened in India during the past two years . 
India s system of Government. Important incasures of 
legislation whether undertaken by the Parliament or 
State Legislatures. Broad questions of India s policy 
relating to foreign affairs. Questions set will test the 
factual knowledge of candidates. 

World events of international Importance . Important 
personalities , both Indian and foreign . Sports and other 
cultural activities of outstanding importance, 

Indian History . - Broad outline knowledge of Indian 
History. Knowledge of India s ancient culture and 
clyllization as disclosed by monuments, ancient buildings 
and masterpieces of literature . Growth of self - govern 
ment. Main stages in the national movement leading 
to Independence . 

World History . — Elementary knowledge of major 
events in world history . Reforms or national n . ove 
ments such as represented by the French Revolution , 
Industrial Revolution in the U . K ., the American War 
of Independence, the foundation of U . S . S . R ., World 
Wars I and II, Modern freedom movements in Asia . 

PART B 
Science . - Physical properties and states of matter and 
simple measurements of mass , weight, density and 
specific gravity . Simple physical and chemical changes 
and phenomena, Modern sources of power , 

Elementary knowledge of the human body and of its 
important organs , 
Main constituent of foods used in daily life. 

Names and uses, of common animals , trees, plants, 
flowers, birds, minerals , drugs, etc . 

Common epidemics , their causes , means of prevention 
and cure . 

Eminent Scientists and their achievements. 
Geography . The shape and movements of the earth , 
The main climatic and vegetation regions. Human 
occupations and activities in relation to physical 
conditions and climatic factors. I) istribution of the 
major resources of food , minerals and industrial pro 
ducts . More detailed knowledge of Indian Geography 
on the above topics will be expected . 

MATHEMATICS I 
Arithmetic - Candidates should be familar with the 
British Metric and Indian systems of weights and 
measures and with the monetary systems of pounds, 
shillings and pence ; rupees , annas and ples, 

Unitary method ; vulgar and decimal fraction and the 
extraction of square roots ; proportion and proportional 
parts ; calculation of averages ; percentage , simple and 
compound interest; profit and loss ; stocks and shares . 
plementary mensuration , Candidates will be required 
to know simple formulae for determining volumes and 
areas associated with the rectangular block , the circular 
cylinder , and the sphere. 

Candidates may be required to give results to é 
specified degree of approximation , but the use of 
contracted methods of multiplication and division is not 
essential; the use of logarithms will be allowed unless 
forbidden in certain questions. 

MATHEMATICS II 
Algebra . - Elementary algebraic operations, formulae 
expressing arithmetical generalisation ; change of subject 
of a formula , factors , fractions . The use of fractional 
and negative indices and the elementary theory of 
logarithms. Solution of linear equationg involving not 
more than two unknowns and quadratic equations 
involving only one unknown ; the solution of simul 
taneous equation , one linear and one quadratic , involv 
ing two unknowns; and simple problems leading to such 
quations. The use of the remainder theorem ; ratio and 
proportion ; variation . Graphs and their simple applica 
tions. 

NOTE . - In all calculations candidates will be permitted 
to use logarithmic tables . 

Geometry . The paper in Geometry will contain 
questions on Practical and Theoretical Geometry . 

The question on Practical Geometry will be set on the 
constructions contained in Schedule A , together with 
easy extensions of them . In cases where the validity of 
a construction is not obvious, the reasoning by which 
it is justifed may be required . Every candidate must 
provide himself with a ruler graduated in inches and 
tenths of an inch , and in centimetres and millimetres , 


a set square, a proti actor , compasses , and a fairly hard 
ucncil. All figures inust be drawn accurately and 
distinctly . Questions may be set in which the use of 
the set square or of the protractor is forbidden . 

The questions on Theoretica] Geometry will conglet 
oť theorems contained in Schedule B , together with 
questions upon these theorems, easy deductions from 
them , and arithmetical illustrations . Any proof of a 
proposition will be accepted which appears to the 
examiners to form part of a systematic treatment of 
the subject ; the order in which the theorems are 
stated in Schedule B is not imposed as a sequence of 
their treatment. In the proof of theorems and 
deductions from them , the use of hypothetical 
constructions will be permitted . 

Questions will be set on Schedules A (1 ), A (11) , 
A ( iii ) and B (i ) , B ( ii ) , B ( lli) . The use of algebraical 
symbols and ( In the solution of riders ) of trigono 
metrical ratios is permitted .

* If two right- angled triangles have their hypotenuses 
equal, and one side of the one equal to one side of the 
other, the triangles are congruent. 

* If two sides of a triangle are unequal, the greater 
side has the greater angle opposite to it ; and * the 
converse . 

*Of all the straight lines that can be drawn to a 
given straight line from a given point outside it, the 
perpendicular is the shortest . 

The opposite sides and angles of a parallelogram are 
equal, each diagonal bisects the parallelogram , and the 
diagonals bisect each other . 

If a pair of opposite sides of a quadrilateral are 
equal and parallel, it is a parallelogram . 

The straight line drawn through the middle point of 
one side of a triangle parallel to another side bisects 
the third side . 

The straight line joining the middle points of two 
sides of a triangle is parallel to the third side, and 
equal to one half of it. 

If there are three or more parallel straight lines, and 
the intercepts made by them on any straight line that 
cuts them are equal, then the corresponding intercepts 
on any other straight line that cuts them are also 
equal.

The Circle . - - A straight line drawn from the centre 
of a circle to bisect a chord which is not a diameter , 
Is at right angles to the chord ; conversely , the perpendi 
cular to a chord from the centre bisects the chord . 

* There is one circle , and one only , which passes 
through three given points not in a straight line, 

Equal chords of a circle are equidistant from the 
centre; and the converse. 

* The tangent at any point of a circle and the radius 
through the point are perpendicular to each other , 

If two circles touch , the point of contact lies on the 
straight line through the centres . 

The angle which an arc of a circle subtends at the 
centre is double that which it subtends at any point on 
the remaining part of the circumference . 

Angles in the same segment of a circle are equal, and 
if the line joining two points subtends equal angles at 
two other points on the same side of it, the four points 
le on a circle . 

The angle in a semicircle is a right angle . 

The circle described on the hypotenuse of a right 
angled triangle as diameter passes through the opposite 
vertex 

The opposite angles of any quadrilateral inscribed in 
a circle are supplementary ; and the converse .

Areas . The square on a side of a triangle is greater 
or less than the sum of the squares on the other two 
sides , according as the angle contained by those sides 
is obtuse or acute . The difference is twice the rectangle 
contained by one of the two sides and the projection 
on it of the other , 

In any triangle , the sum of the squares on any two 
sides is equal to twice the square on half the third 
side together with twice the square on the median 
which bisects the third side.
